One of the frightening things 


about a piece of bad law is that 
there's no telling how long it will 
last. Even the massive mistake 
of an architect may take on a 
certain charm as a ruin, but the 
law keeps marching on. Now J. 
William Fulbright has unearthed 
the Yamashita Precedent: 


Tomyuki Yamashita was the 


first Japanese general to be 
convicted and hanged by the 
neck until dead by the Allies 
after the Second World War. His 
crime was that he had ordered 
his troops to suppress guerrillas 
in the Philippines, and they 
suppressed thousands of in- 
nocent civilians, too. General 
Yamashita had issued specific 
orders against killing civilians 
and historians contend that, cut 
off from his soldiers in the 
closing days of the war, he could 
not have known of the atrocities 
they were committing. "Poor old 
Yamashita," as one military 
lawyer put it, "he wasn't even 
there."

'T'he Tufts-Delta Health Center of Mound Bayou, Miss., above, 
A is a pioneer in a new kind of community health care. It has 
served as a model for similar centers, funded by the Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity, which have sprung up in both rural and urban 
areas across the country to provide comprehensive health care to 
those most in need of it: the sick who are also poor. 


The concept of health at these centers has been expanded to 


the environment—which creates many of man's ills. With com- 
munity involvement, they have brought not only medicine to the 
sick, but also social change and the improved amenities which 


make it easier to stay well. 


The Mound Bayou center serves a 500-square-mile area in 


northern Bolivar County, with a population of 14,000, mostly 
blacks, whose median family income is $900 a year per family. The 
center opened in 1965 in a church parsonage, and in 1968 moved 
into a modern $800,000 facility in the middle of what was once a 
Irotton field, at the edge of Mound Bayou. In an average month 
there are 2,500 patient visits, and nursing staff make 1,200 visits to 
homes to care for the sick.

WASHINGTON—(NBA)—One warmish Florida day

The height ot melancholy may be what happened to

Last season, the Senators 
tied for last in the league in club hitting. (Not to mention 
finishing last in the American League's Eastern Divi- 
sion. ) 


The reason for the hitting catastrophe was illuminated 


unexpectedly during a pre-game, inter-team hitting sem- 
inar with the Los Angeles Dodgers.
